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MORGAN IN AN AGRICULTURALLY SICK 
PERIOD 

This is City-Farm Week, and many groups are 
pointing to the interdependence of farm and city 
folk and their need to work together. 

Here in Morgan, which is almost wholly rural 
and agricultural, anything that affects agricul¬ 
ture in any way affects all of us. For West Lib¬ 
erty businesses depend entirely, or almost entirely 
for their business from farm folk. 

And that’s where farm prices, the farm pro¬ 
grams and the tobacco support program affect 
us—all of us. 

Speaking at a City-Farm Week program in 
Ashland Wednesday, Dean Frank J. Welch of the 
College of Agriculture in Lexington, pointed to 
the wide difference in income between farmers 
and industrial workers. He said the per capita 
income for farmers was $889 last year while in¬ 
dustrial workers had a per capita income of $2.- 
010. Further, he noted cost of living has increased 
from 119 to 121 since the base period 1947-49 
while the farmers' price index has dropped from 
106 to 89. Farm prices, certainly, are a weak 
spoke in our wheel of economy. And a weak spoke 
sooner or later can cause the entire wheel to col¬ 
lapse. 

That’s why something is needed to bolster farm 
prices. The sliding scale farm price program has 


not worked Apparently, too, the soil bank has 
failed. At least, it has not helped enough. 

The Congress that meets in January probably 
will devote a lot of time and thinking in trying 
to solve the problem. 

The government subsidizes many types of bus¬ 
inesses through one method or another, like tax 
write-offs, franchises, import duties, etc. 

Is there anything wrong with establishing fix¬ 
ed parity price support on farm products to aid 
the nation’s economically->ick agriculture? If the 
government finds it justifiable to subsidize one 
sector ef the economy, why not another? 

If something is not worked out, more and more 
individual!v-owned farms will disappear and the 
early American way of democratic farm life will 
suffer. Is this healthy in our democracy? 

Meanwhile, we here in Morgan can help some 
ourselves. Instead of depending almost entirely 
on tobacco and cattle, we can add supplemental 
crops But we should pick crops that not only are 
suited to our climate and soil, but crops that are 
in ready demand and bring immediate cash re¬ 
turns. 

Such crops, we think, are sheep, sorghum mo¬ 
lasses for commercial sale, Turkish tobacco, 
strawberries. Every one of these products bring 
a check as soon as the farmer produces them and 
gets them to market. 

Let’s keep our burley tobacco and cattle-pas¬ 
ture programs and guard our county's burley al¬ 
lotments jealously. These are our long suit Bur¬ 
ley brings Morgan county approximately $1,900.- 
000 annually, and distributes it widely. 

Then, as supplements, let’s add a few other 
crops that bring ready cash—like sheep, bottled 
sorghum, and Turkish tobacco. 

Such a program of agriculture, coupled with 
building good pastures, will keep Morgan "the 
Bluegrass county of the mountains" and make for 
happy farm living.

Farm Worker Who 
Gets 150 A Year 
Falls Under S. S. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Nov. 18- 
Social security rules this year are 
dilferent for hired farm workers, 
j according to Earl Mayhew, Ken- 
: tucky Extension Service specia- 
list. 

There are two factors to be con¬ 
sidered in determining if the hired 
worker should be reported under 
social security provisions. 

Workers who meet these con¬ 
ditions must be reported: 

If they icceive cash wages of 
$150 or more during the work 
year, or if a worker is employed 
20 days or more during the year 
for cash pay. 

Work on a piece rate basis does 
not count as days in using the day 
factor. Mayhew said, but the $150 
cash earnings still apply. 

Reports must be made to the 
Internal Revenue Service each 
January and payment of contri¬ 
butions from employers and em¬ 
ployees is made at that time When 
the worker is qualified, each 
party pays 2^'a per cent of the 
cash wages involved.

Interest Of State Is 
Justice, Court Rules 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Nov 15— 
The State Court of Appeals to¬ 
day denounced prosecutors who 
overtook their duty to "deal 
fairly with the accused" and it 
provided a more leisurely process 
of establishing a new high school 
in Marion County. 

Clark Circuit Court’s failure to 
admit as evidence a signed state¬ 
ment by defendant Ralph Arthur 
brought a new admonition from 
the judges that Commonwealth's 
attorneys must introduce docu¬ 
ments relevant and material to 
the defense even though such i 
documents might harm the prose- | 
cution. 

“ Thb interest of the Common¬ 
wealth in a criminal prosecution 
is not that it shall win a case 
but that justice shall be done," 
the opinion said 

Arthur was given 21 years for 
voluntary manslaughter on a 
charge that he struck and killed 
Wanda Bird, 16. in Winchester 
on March 28. 1956. 

George S. Blaydes, a private 
detective from Louisville, had 
testified that Arthur signed a 
statement saying he hit the girl 
and was afraid to tell it. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney R. R 
Craft denied a request of Arthur's 
counsel to see the statement and 
refUM ri to be sworn for testimony 
relating to the statement. 

Appellate Court suggested. 

“The concealment and suppres¬ 
sion of the written statement 
raise the inference that it con¬ 
tained something favorable to the 
accused."

AS CASH INCOME 


Tobacco still furnishes Ken¬ 
tucky’s leading farm crop cash 
income according to figures pro¬ 
vided by the United States Dep¬ 
artment of Agriculture Market¬ 
ing Service. 

Total income for all State crops 
during 1956 amounted to $555,- 
249,000. of which income from 
tobacco provided 41.3 per cent 
of the total, or $228,546,000 

Kentucky ranked 21st in cash 
receipts from farm marketings In 
1956 as compared with 20th in 
1955. In livestock, Kentucky was 
19th highest in the 48 states, and 
17th in crops. 

Other cash income to farmers 
in 1956 was com, $28,449,000; 
wheat, $8,458,000; and soybeans. 
$5,820,000 

Livestock and livestock pro¬ 
ducts brought $253,100,000 to far¬ 
mers. Of this, cattle and calves 
were worth $81,087,000; dairy 
products. $78,732,000; hogs. $45,- 
763,000 Eggs, sheep and lambs, 
broilers, chickens, turkeys, wool 
and other livestock were worth 
$47,518,000

EKEA TO SEEK SALES TAX IN EFFORT 
TO MEET EDUCATION NEEDS IN STATE 


ASHLAND, Ky.. Nov. 15—The 
Eastern Kentucky Education As¬ 
sociation unanimously adopted a 
resolution today asking the State 
Legislature to consider a sales tax 
as a source of revenue to meet 
growing needs of educatm 

Kentucky. 

Another resolution adopted by 
the 2,000 delegates endorsed the 
removal of the $1 50 tax limit 
levy for schools. The association 
suggested the limn be left to the 
discretion of respective school 
boards. 

A third resolution proposed the 
initiation by the Legislature of a 
statewide school building bond is¬ 
sue. No figures were suggested 
for the sales tax or the bond is¬ 
sue. 

The two-day 34th annual ses¬ 
sion concluded today with the in¬ 
stallation of officers and an ad¬ 
dress by Dr. Salom Rizk. author 
of ’’Syrian Yankee" and a writer 
for Reader's Digest His subject 
was "America Is More Than A 
Country.” 

Earlier today. Robert R Mar¬ 
tin, superintendent of public in¬ 


struction. told the delegates, "We 
must have teachers who want to 
build men." 

"By and large," he said, "I 
think we have that kind in this 
state.” 

The superintendent spoke at a 
general assembly at the 34th an¬ 
nual meeting of the group which 
has nearly 3,500 members. 

“The past two years," Martin 
said, “have seen the emergence 
of a new dimension of progress 
for public education in this state." 

He referred to the financing of 
the Foundation Program and 
“other achievements," including 
improvement in the problems of 
teacher shortages and classroom 
needs, which he called "our two 
most pressing." 

Major achievement that it is, he 
said, "the amount of building 
activity to house our school popu¬ 
lation is doing little more than 
stemming th<* tide of rising en¬ 
rollments." 

“But our efforts represent a 
realistic attempt to provide our 
children with the best we can 
under existing conditions."

Rev 
Clifford Hutchinson's accident in 
Middletown. He was born in Mor¬ 
gan, a son of Mr. and Mrs Roscoe 
Hutchinson of Morehead. He has 
many friends and relatives in 
this county that would like to 
know the details. 

Ministers condition serious Nov. 
9th—Injured in a car-locomotive 
collision here Thursday night, the 
Rev. Clifford Hutchinson was 
still in a serious condition at Mid¬ 
dletown Hospital last night. The 
Rev. Hutchinson, pastor of the 
Grand Avenue Church of God. 
suffered severe head, chest and 
abdominal injuries in the mis¬ 
hap at the Baltimore Sc Ohio 
railroad crossing on Yankee Road 
at Young street. 

In satisfactory condition at the 
hospital are three of the six chil¬ 
dren, also injured in the accident 

They include Karia Bryant, 9, 
daughter of Hayward Bryant, 
1307 Pershing Avenue, cut skull 
and fractured left arm; Wayne 
Wagoner. 10, son of Roy Wagoner, 
3002 Yankee Road, fractured 
clavicle and facial cuts; and Rose 
Nation. 13, daughter of Harry 
Nation, 3013 Mohawk Street, frac¬ 
tured right arm. Three other chil¬ 
dren in the Hutchinson car were 
dismissed from the hospital after 
emergency treatment. 

November 10 

Injured pastor still in critical 
condition—The Rev. Clifford Hut¬ 
chinson, pastor of the Grand 
Avenue Church of God, who was 
injured severely Thursday night 
in a collision at the Yankee road, 
B. Sc O. crossing remained in a 
critical condition today at Mid¬ 
dletown Hospital. 

The minister was reported to 
have passed a “restful night", 
however, according to hospital 
officials. He received head, chest 
and abdominal injuries. The ac¬ 
cident accurred about 6:35 pm. 
Thursday as the Rev. Hutchin¬ 
son and a group of other adults 
were driving a.caravan of cars 
all filled with Junior Choir mem¬ 
bers to a song meeting. The Hut¬ 
chinson auto struck a B. Sc O. 
locomotive which was backing up 
on the track. 

November 13th 

Tragedy brings unity—Anxious 
church members pray for pastor— 
Tragedy breeds many offsprings 
—hysteria, silence, self-pity, dis¬ 
belief, sometimes unity. 

Tragedy lashed out at a church 
congregation here last Thursday 
when their pastor, the Rev. Clif¬ 
ford Hutchinson was critically 
injured in a train-auto crash at 
the Yankee Road B. Sc O. cross¬ 
ing. Within minutes of the acci¬ 
dent (which involved six chil¬ 
dren) dozens, perhaps hundreds 
of people, rushed to Middletowm 
Hospital Anxious members of the 
Grand Avenue Church of God 
jammed the lobby, the emergency 
waiting room, the corridors, doz¬ 
ens more who couldn't get in 
waited and prayed outside in 
their cars. 

There must have been hundreds 
of cars in the hospital parking lot. 
They literally covered the hill, an 
abserver said. 

“I don't know why I rushed 
out to the hospital,” one woman 
said later, “I don’t know what 
good I thought I could do, I just 
wanted to be close by.” Those 
that couldn’t be close by flooded 
the hospital switchboard with 
urgent inquiries about the 36 year 
old preacher's condition. Opera¬ 
tors took 145 calls during a 7'4 
hour period following the acci¬ 
dent. 

Many people, informed of the 
accident by other church mem¬ 
bers, flocked the Grand Avenue 
Church to pray for the minister. 
•When tragedy strikes people 
turn to the source that gives them 
strength,” observed Rev. Henry 
Howard, Associate Pastor of the 
church. People have been coming 
to the church off and on ever 
since the accident. The church is 
kept open every night until mid¬ 
night for anyone who wants to 
come and pray The deep concern 
for the injured minister is being 
shared around the world. Re¬ 
quests for prayers have been aired 
over a Baptist broadcast that 
reaches points throughout the 
radio world as well as over the 
Church of God’s own radio pro¬ 
grams here and in Puerto Rico. 

The Rev. Howard said his wife 
was near exhaustion after ans¬ 
wering about a thousand phone 
calls at their residence following 
the accident. The deep concern 
for the friendly little ministet 
was expressed by a church mem¬ 
ber who said, “I work in an of¬ 
fice with thirty men Every morn¬ 
ing when I walk in they all come 
back for a report on Rev. Hut-

FRANKFORT, Ky„ Nov. 18- 
Plans tor Kentucky’s expanded 
road building program received 
a big boast when the state re¬ 
cently sold $35,000,000 worth of 
bonds to help finance the propos¬ 
ed construction. 

A 37-firm investment combine 
headed by First City Bank of 

New York and Blyth & Co., of 
New York was the successful 

bidder. 

The bid was $35,000,350 at an 
average annual interest cost of 
2.9676 per cent, just under the 3 
percent limit set by the Legisla¬ 
ture. 

The bonds, to mature between 
1959 and 1972, were the first of¬ 
fered for sale of the $100,000,000 
issue authorized by Kentucky 

voters by a margin of about 6 to 
1 at the November, 1956, election. 

A major factor was the bonds 
.ire Kentucky's first general-obli¬ 
gation debt. Money from the 
bonds can be used under the law 
only to match federal road con¬ 
struction aid. But use of bond 
funds for this purpose will re¬ 
lease other state road-fund re¬ 

venue which otherwise would 
have to match federal aid. These 
state funds then can be used to 
expand and expedite other road 
building.

Ladies, if you are now 62 years 
of age or older, or If you will soon 
be reaching that age—read fur¬ 
ther! 

Do you realize what the 1956 
changes in the social security law 
can mean to each of you? Women, 
potentially entitled to benefits 
(if they are otherwise qualified) 
can now start to get monthly ben¬ 
efits before age 65. 

Read further to see how you 
may be affected. If you are a wage 
earner an dentitled to a benefit 
based upon your own social sec¬ 
urity account, you may claim your 
old-age insurance benefit beg¬ 
inning with the month you reach 
age 62 instead of having to wait 
until you are 65. However, if you 
choose to take the payments be¬ 
fore you reach 65. the amount of 
the monthly benefit you receive 
will be permanently reduced 

The wife of a man who is get¬ 
ting social security retirement 
payments may also be entitled to 
benefits at age 62. Like the wo¬ 
man wage earner mentioned 
above, however, her monthly 
benefits at the earlier age are 
also permanently rrtuced. 

It must be borne in mind that 
if a woman wage earner or a wife | 
of an insured retired husband who 
I is getting benefits chooses to' 
j take benefits in a reduced i 
1 amount before she reaches age 
65 she will continue to get a re¬ 
duced amount even after she 
reaches age 65. The choice as to j 
when to file is hers—each woman 
in these categories should con¬ 
sider fully how she will be af¬ 
fected. The longer she waits be¬ 
fore age 65, the higher her mon¬ 
thly benefit will be. She must 
weigh in her mind whether she 
prefers to start getting benefits 
for possibly 36 months before she 
would have otherwise start get¬ 
ting them, or wait until she can 
get higher benefits. 

The reduction, which applies 
in the case of an insured work¬ 
ing woman or the wife of an in¬ 
sured husband who is getting 
old-age payments is a percentage 1 
which is based on the number of 
months she is under the age of 
65. 

A widow of an insured worker 
or a dependent mother of a dec¬ 
eased insured worker may get 
unreduced widow's or parent’s 
benefits at age 62. 

So—ladies—consider all the 
facts and your own individual 
circumstances and decide whether 
you want lower benefits at an 
earlier age. or more by filing at 
a later date. 

In any event your local social 
security office can give you com¬ 
plete information regarding your

Outlaw’s Heads Grim 
Reminders Against Crime 

FRANKFORT. Ky.. Nov 11 — 
One of the bloodiest episodes in 
early Kentucky history concerns 
the exploits of the outlaw Harpe 
brothers. So notorious were they 
that they became the villains of 
many dime novels. 

Big and Little Harpe (or Mica- 
jah and Wiley) and the three i 
wives they shared came to Ken¬ 
tucky from North Carolina in 1802 ■ 
and left a wake of crime up and I 
down the Natchez Trace and the I 
Green River region. 

Often they disguised themselves 
as Methodist circuit riders. One! 
of the wives was a ministers dau¬ 
ghter. After divine services in a 
home in t he wilderness, they 
would rob and kill the family I 
that gave them shelter. 

The first to be captured was 
Big Harpc. He was executed and 
his corpse was beheaded. As a ' 
warning to other desperados, the j 
head was placed in a tree ‘ 
Harpe's Hoad Road, about 30 j 
miles south of Henderson, be- i 
came a grim landmark. Rumors! 
arose that a treasure was buried; 
in the vicinity. But much work 
with pick and shovel has failed 
to disclose it. 

After the death of his brother. 
Little Harpe became the consort ] 
of Samuel Mason and a land pi¬ 
rate named Mays. The son of a 
noble Virginia family. Mason led 
a gang of cutthroats at Cave-in- 
Rock on the Ohio River below 
Louisville 

On one occasion when a large 
amount of loot was to be devith-d. 
Little Harpe and Mays slew Ma¬ 
son Taking his head to authori¬ 
ties in Natchez, they claimed a re¬ 
ward. But they were recognized 
and arrested. Later they escaped, 
but were recaptured in Green¬ 
ville, Muhlcnburg County, and 
hanged. , 

At each end of town, the head 
of one of the outlaws was impal¬ 
ed on a pole. 

THE KENTUCKY 
TRAGEDY; SHARP 
AND BEA'CHAMP 

(By Charles F. Hinds 
Secretary - Treasurer, 

Kentucky Historical Society) 

FRANKFORT, Ky..—A blood¬ 
stained case knife in the museum 
of the Old State House recalls a 
murder so premeditated and so 
cold-blooded that it is often re¬ 
ferred to as “the Kentucky trag¬ 
edy.” 

Jereboam O. Beauchamp ar¬ 
rived in Frankfort Nov. 6. 1825. 
after traveling four days by horse 
back from his home in Simpson 
County. He had a single, diaboli¬ 
cal purpose in making the trip 
He planned to murder Colonel 
Solomon P Sharp, a respected 
citizen and a prominent “New 
Court’’ politician. 

The time chosen for the bloody 
deed was after midnight on the 
morning of November 7. The 
place was the home of Colonel 
Sharp on Madison Street, just 
west of the Old Capitol. The mur¬ 
der weapon was a “butcher” knife 
The motive was revenge. 

The campaign for state offices 
in 1825 had been a particularly 
bitter one. Attention was center¬ 
ed on the race between Colonel 
Sharp and John J. Crittenden, an 
“Old Court" partisan. Colonel 
Sharpe won the election by a 
narrow margin, but during the 
campaign. Sharp’s political op¬ 
ponents publicly accused him of 
having seduced Ann Cook Beau¬ 
champ (before her marriage In 
Jereboam t and having fathered 
her still-born child. Jereboam and 
Ann Cook Beauchamp were es¬ 
pecially incensed when a handbill 
was distributed by Sharp's op¬ 
ponents, publishing the colonel's 
alleged denial of paternity on the 
grounds that Mrs. Beauchamp's 
illegitimate child had been not 
white, but mulatto. 

Beauchamp summoned his vic¬ 
tim to a side entrance which led 
to the apartment of Colonel Sharp 
and his wife, and before the col¬ 
onel could defend himself, the 
assasain delivered the edath blow 
just below the center of the 
stomach. 

Beauchamp was tried and sen¬ 
tenced to death by hanging. Short¬ 
ly before the hour of execution 
however, he and his wife stabbed 
themselves. She died shortly 
thereafter, but her dying husband 
was rushed to the gallows and 
hung quickly before two com¬ 
panies of the Twenty-second Reg¬ 
iment and "a large assemblage 
of citizens and strangers.” 

The suicide weapon is the only 
physical object left to remind us 
of this famous tragedy. immortal¬ 
ized in fiction by such distinguish¬ 
ed authors as Edgar Allen Poe 
and Robert Penn Warren.

SECURITY RULES 
ARE DIFFERENT

Farm workers should know the ! J 
rules for deciding whether their ' ■ 
work falls under social security, j 
according to Robert A. Flynn, J 
manager of the Ashland social : 
security office. , 

In 1955 and 1956. if a farm J J 
operator paid a farm worker $100 . ‘ 
• r more in cash wages during the j c 
ear, the work was under social 
security; the farm operator was 1 _ 
xpected to deduct the employee’s 1 ’ 
share of the social security tax I 

om those wages; he was re- j 
quired to add a like amount him- I 
self, and to report and pay the 
total to the Internal Revenue 
Service, along with the worker's I 
name and social security number.! 

’ Beginning with 1957 the ruie I 
was changed somewhat. Now if a 
farm operator pays a farm work¬ 
er $150 or more in cash during 
the year, the cash pay is covered 
under social security,” Mr. Flynn 
explained. “Cash Pay” includes 
payment by check, as well as by 
currency and silver. It does not 
include the value of such things 
as room or board. "Also, even if 
the worker fails to earn as much 
as $150 cash pay from the farm 
employer, but does work for him 
1 on 20 days or more during the 
year, the pay is covered provided 
the work is done on a time basis— 
by the hour or day or week. The 
number of days worked and the 
manner of figuring the pay doesn't 
make any difference, however, of 
the $150-a-year test is met." 

Since the farm employer who 
pays wages for work covered 
under social security has to re¬ 
port the wages and pay the social j 
security taxes to Internal Revenue [ 
Service, he must know the work¬ 
er’s name and social security 
number so he can report cor¬ 
rectly. His report for 1957 isn't 
due until January 31, 1958, but 
in the meantime he should keep 
records of the wages paid to his | 
farm employees. Consequently it’s 
important for a farm worker to | 
have a social security card to 
show his employer.

Morgan Countians 
Received $32,837 In 
Assistance Payment

FRANKFORT, Ky., Nov. 18- 
Residents of Morgan county re¬ 
ceived $32,837 in October under 
Kentucky’s four assistance pro¬ 
grams—old age assistance, aid to 
dependent children, aid to the 
needy blind and aid to the per¬ 
manently and totally disabled— 
Economic Security Commissioner 
V. E Barnes said today. 

The following payments were 
listed: 

Old age assistance, $17,408; aid 
to dependent children, $12,167; 
needy blind assistance, $1,819; 
and aid to the disabled, $1,443. 

Total payments in all categories 
for the state during October were 
$4,006,328. Old age grants ac¬ 
counted for $2,269,213; dependent 
children, $1,388,850; needy blind, 
$130,020; and aid to the disabled, 
$218,245. 


The Columbia Seed Company 
conducted a corn demonstration 
plot this year on theNarm of Vol- 
ney McGuire in Morgan county 
using many varieties of corn from 
many seed corn companies. 

For this demonstration, the 
Armour Fertilizer Company fur¬ 
nished the fertilizer. A 12-12-12 
fertilizer was used at the rate of 
500 pounds per acre before the 
corn was planted. Then 200 pounds 
of 12-12-12 per acre was used 
at one side of the row. 

This demonstration was for 
only one year, but it demonstrat¬ 
ed that the most common hybrid 
varieties used in this area will do 
a wonderful job for the farmer if 
he uses the fertilizer and has the 
stand (a minimum of 1200 stalks 
per acre on good soil). Moisture 
too, at the right time is a big 
factor. Lack of moisture probably 
reduced the yields on this demon¬ 
stration but the crop generally 
was much above average even for 
an ideal season in our section.
